Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-20,23-24,27-31,33, 62-63,65-122 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 

second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 

claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1-2 ,14,75-76,88,109, the phrases" protected hydroxyl " ," " one or 
more occurrences", " Troc" are recited. These terms are vague and indefinite because 
the skilled artisan in the art is unable to figure out what substitutents are included in the 
formula; the specification does not elaborate what is meant by the term " Troc" . 
Therefore, an appropriate correction is required. 

In claim 110, the chemical terms " Bn, PMB (MPM), 3,4-CIBn" are recited. These 
terms are vague and indefinite because the specification does not elaborate what is 
meant by each of the terms " Bn, PMB (MPM), 3,4-CIBn" . Therefore, an appropriate 
correction is required.
